They had longed for bright 
sunshine In order th a t their sisters 
m ight flock to th e polls In droves and 
show th e horrid men who had been 
laughing a t them t hat t hey could and 
would 
vote. 
No

the anguish 
wasted, but there 
is 
no denying th a t th e ladle* were not 
in the best of hum or when they went 
to vote* 
Had they tho ug ht for a m o 
m ent they would have known th a t a 
rainy washday m eant more tim e for 
the ladles, and they would have more 
inclination toward casting a ballot: 
hut with all these disadvantages tile 
women are voting.

William Cal boon objected 
to

and 
could 
show 
no 
proof 
th a t 
she 
had been naturalized. 
She bad tits 
papers 
taken o ut bv her husband 
but he would not accept tires** until 
the board had ruled th a t they gave 
her {vower to vote. 
It was expected 
this point would cause no end of 
trouble, bu t it was set tled by tile offi­ 
cials deciding the lady was entitled to 
a vote under protest. 
T he ladies were out early this m orn­ 
ing, Mrs. Louie Hard tieing the first 
vote recorded in the T hird precinct of 
th e First ward. She was there in time 
to cast the first ballot, as were Lucy 
and Emm a HersehtHan a t the First 
precinct of the F ourth. 
Kli/.abeth 
Bridge cast the first ballot a t Squire 
Rose s office, and was presented by 
the judges with a pair of kid gloves. 
T he voting of the women was steady 
tills morning, about the same number 
being cast in each ward before dinner. 
Mary II. Anderson was the first lady 
to vote in the First precinct of the 
First ward and Mrs. John Sm ith tire 
first in East End. 
In the Third ward 
Mrs. Charles Hard voted first in tile 
First precinct and Mrs. J. T. King 
in the Second. 
Many 
amusing scenes 
were w it­ 
nessed a t the different voting pre­ 
cincts when the ladies entered to as­ 
sert their right. 
Each wore an air 
more or less defiant as though hoping 
some one would challenge their right 
to drop the precious ballot In the 
box. 
A reporter chanced to ii* in the 
polling place in city hall when two 
ladles entered, 
tine made out her 
ballot to suit herself, and attem pted 
to drop it between the slats of the 
shutters 
enclosing 
the 
booth. 
A judge saw her in time to give the 
information th a t a box had been pro­ 
vided for th a t purpose, and 
with 
no little embarrassment 
the bal­ 
lot went down 
to 
mingle 
with 
those of the 
wicked 
men. 
When 


s h e was about to leave she picked up 
an umbrella belonging to one sf the 
officers, but wa* informed of the mis­ 
take, and assisted bv Squire Gould 
soon found her own. When the squire 
was engaged in the search, som eone 
was so kind as to walk away with bis 
own, and when the reporter left, th a t 
polling place was not the quiet, or­ 
derly room as in days gose by. 
Lu another precinct a lady wanted 
to vote, bu t having lier gloves on 


asked the judge to mark her ticket 
He explained th a t he would show her 
the way, but he would rather have 
lier make the mark as she could then 
vote in secret to which she replied “ I 
don't care about the secret, but I ani 
in a hurry, and don’t want to take my 
gloves off.” There was a smile around 
the room, b ut no one laughed aloud. 
Not an opportunity to poll a vote 
was lost try th e women, and tticir 
carriage decked with white and yel­ 
low ribbons was flying around every­ 
where. 
Those who were too weak or 
ill were given a ride to t he polls, and 
others who dared not go o ut because 
of the rain were attended to. 
Rut 
tliev had to get a horrid man to drive 
Hie pretty team of w hite horses draw ­ 
ing their chariot. 
T he election moved along in a quiet 
way this morning, but this afternoon 
all the candidates began t-o work. and 
with their every effort attem pted lev 
win out. T he position of a Uveal paper 
caused no end of laughter when It 
appeared on Saturday nig ht in the 
garb of a martyr.
